Washington Bi-Centennial Anniversary 

Fittingly Observed in Program at School 



Large Audience Hears Oratory, 

"Farewell Address" and 

Other Features 



'DECISION AT DAWN" 



Honored by Schoolmen 



The Bi-Centennial Anniversary of 
George Washington was fittingly ob- 
served by the people of Narberth on 
Monday night with a program at the 
School Auditorium, which included 
stirring oratory, Washington's own 
words of the "Farewell Address," 
presentation of a one-act play, "De- 
cision At Dawn" by the Narberth 
Players, and a minuet in costume and 
music by the School Orchestra. 

A real community celebration, the 
affair drew out a crowd which pack- 
ed the auditorium to the doors. J. .1. 
Cabrey, chairman of the Borough Bi- 
Centennial Committee, acted as chair- 
man and introduced the various 
speakers. 

Reading of the "Farewell Address" 
was given by Burgess Henry A. Frye, 
who substituted at the last minute for 
■Rev. Robert E. Keighton, who was 
taken ill with tonsilitis. Washington's 
warnings against entangling alli- 
ances and the evils of party spirit in 
his last address to his countrymen 
seemed to fall upon uncomprehending 
cars as some of the audience evidenc- 
ed signs of restlessness. 

Of greater interest to the gather- 
ing, it seemed, were the words of 
Chester P. Cook, who read an add res- 
entitled "Washington in Our Neigh- 
borhood." With the scholar's regard 
for accuracy, Mr. Cook read extracts 
from the Pennsylvania archives tak- 
en from diaries and letters of Conti- 
nental soldiers, showing the route tak- 
en by Washington's army following 
the defeat at Brandywine to Valley 
Forge. His original sources indicated 
how the American army hail crossed 
the Schuylkill, marched down Mary 
Waters Ford road and Meeting House 
lane (or the trails on which those 
roads were later built), and camped 
on the night of September 11. 1777, 
near Merion Meeting on the Old Lan- 
caster road, now Montgomery avenue. 
"Washington the " Soldier" and 
"Washington the Statesman," wore 
the subjects of addresses by Frank 
A. Schrepfer and Fletcher W. Stites, 
respectively. With stirring rhetoric 
these men outlined the military and 
statesmanlike qualities of t hi' Father 
of His Country. 

An able performance of the one-acl 
play, "The Decision At Dawn," 
awarded first prize in the nation-wide 
Bi-Centennial playwriting contest, 
was given by the Narberth Players. 
This sketch depicted a dark moment 
in Washington's career, at Valley 
Forge, when he was tempted to send 
his resignation as commander-in- 
chief to the Continental Congress, hut 
was persuaded not to do so by his loy- 
al officers and friends. The part of 
General Washington was taken by 
Rev. Samuel MacAdains, whose por- 
trayal was marked by dignity and un- 
derstanding. Other characters were: 
Martha Washington, Martha Jtf . Suth- 
erland; Col. Alexander Hamilton, B. F. 
Keenan; Col. Tench Tilghman, .lames 
F. Sherron, Jr.; General Baron Von 
Steuben, W. Russell Green; Woman, 
Aileen M. Horan; Messenger, Edward 
Purring; Orderly, Walter G. Case; 
Soldier, R. B. Vincent. 

Community singing of "America," 
"The Star Spangled Banner," and 
"The Liberty Song," the first patri- 
otic song published in the Colonies, 
was another feature of the evening. 

Pupils of the Narberth Public 
School gave a pleasing performance 
of a minuet of Colonial Days in cos- 
tume and the School Orchestra played 
two numbers.

A schedule of decreased rates of 
the Philadelphia Suburban Water 
Company, filed with the Public Serv- 
ice Commission last Friday, went into 
effect Sunday, February 21, 1932, in 
the territory served by the Company 
including 49 municipalities in Mont- 
gomery, Delaware, Chester and Bucks 
Counties. 

The fire-protecting service will be 
reduced from $60 to $45 a year. The 
service charge heretofore established 
in the company's meter service sched- 
ule will be abolished and a minimum 
charge, carrying with it an allowance 
of water, is to be established for each 
size of meter. This change will result 
in a reduction in every bill rendered, 
the company said. 

Fixed minimum charges per quar- 
ter, for which certain quantities of 
water will be allowed without addi- 
tional charge, will be made to each 
consumer for each meter. The rule 
covering deposits to secure payment 
of bills has been amended to provide 
for the refund of the deposit. 

The first quarterly bill to be pre- 
sented under the new schedule will 
not contain, of course, the abandoned 
Service Charge, officials stated. Neith- 
er will it include the Minimum 
Charge, the effect of which will first 
appear in the next regular quarterly 
bill and -which will enter into each 
KiiccecdiiiK bill. 

The new schedules arc as follows: 
Under rate schedule No. 1 a quarter- 
ly charge varying from $2.70 to $240 
with allowances of water from 2100 
gallons to 235,000 gallons for meters 
varying in size from five-eighths of 
an inch to six inches are provided. 
If the amount of water consumed is 
less than the allowed amount the rate 
then scheduled No. 2 is applied, which 
vidos charges ranging from $2 for

100 gallons in live-eights-inch meters 

to $102.50 for 0000 gallons in six-inch 

meters. 

The present rates for water con-- 
sumption of the allowed amount will 
be maintained. 

According to Carleton K. Davis, 
general manager of the Suburban 
Company, the new schedule will not 
mean an increase for anyone. 

•'We have worked out the rates," 
he said, "so that there will be some 
reduction lor every consumer, no mat- 
ter how much or how little water he 
uses. We have also abolished the 
service charge, which was payable in 
advance. 

"The new minimum rate is paid at 
the end of each quarter, when the 
bills are rendered. There is a ten- 
ant's deposit for transients, but we

By "OUT FRONT" 

Milne's "The Dover Road" by the 
Narberth Players attracted large au- 
diences to Elm Hall last Thursday 
and Friday evenings, and revealed 
again that the local group of players 
is a serious and significant develop- 
ment in the life of the community. 
"The Dover Road" is not a comedy in 
the usual sense of the word, nor is it 
a farce, but has qualities of each. It 
is Milne, whose touch is always deft 
and light, revealing with a certain 
seriousness what would usually hap- 
pen if runaway couples could be check- 
ed early in their journey and held 
where they could think things over a 
bit, where they could see each other 
outside of the haze of romance which 
usually blinds them in their first mad 
plunge. 

Milne did not write it with ama- 
teur actors in mind and to portray it 
successfully requires real skill and 
intelligent understanding of I he 
shades of meaning in the lines. The 
sir. ne is in England, of course, and 
the lines are best handled with a sug- 
gestion at least of the British accent 
which was agreeably introduced by 
the Narberth east, except in a failure 
to know that "halfpenny'' is one word 
in which our never-consistent English 
cousins use a long vowel. 

There is always a temptation to de- 
cline out of friendly courtesy to dis- 
cuss in detail the comparative merits 
of the members of an amateur east, 
but it is not helpful to them to brack- 
et them all together under one vague 
and complimentary sentence. Such a 
s.ntenee could be employed here. They 
all did well. They all have reason to 
fe-.-J proud of their accomplishment. 
Also, they should acknowledge their 
personal dependence on the excellent 
caching °> Mrs. H. 1-. McConnell. It 
I is true, however, that the outstanding 
performance was given by Mrs. Ells- 
worth Clark, as Rustasia, and that 
,1. Bedford Wooley, as Leonard, was 
especially convincing and enjoyable in 
the breakfast scene in the second, act. 
Also, the second act was the best of 
the three. William II. M tiller played 
the part of Dominic, the butler, with 
such a sure touch as to make one won- 
der whether he might not at some 
time or other have actually been a 
butler in a well-ordered English 
home. 

Arthur Cooke is always a favorite 



with local audiences, who usually as- 
sociate him with comedy parts. It 
was gratifying, therefore, to see him 
handle-so successfully a part of some 
seriousness and some subtlety. As 
Anne, Miss Lucia Keim was charm- 
ing always ,and Alan Smith, as Lati- 
mer, capably handled what was cer- 
tainly the central and probably the 
most difficult role in the play. As 
servants, Mrs. Faith F. Farmer and 
E. E. Hackman conducted themselves 
in their few and highly decorous ap- 
pearances in such a manor as to make 
every discerning person in the audi- 
ence resolve to ask Latimer, where 
he had been able to obtain such ex- 
pert and. competent help. 

There were times when the action 
slowed down perceptably, due. no 
doubt, to the fact that some of the 
actors had been unable to become com- 
pletely familiar with their lines, and 
occasionally the voice of the prompt-

A poster representing Girl Scout- 
ing as a bridge was displayed by Mrs. 
Davis L. Philips, of Cynwyd, Phila- 
delphia Director, on Tuesday morning 
at St. Mary's Church, Ardmore, at 
one of a series of lectures being given 
for Main Line Scout mothers and 
committee members. 

A pillar labeled "leaders" formed 
the central support of the bridge with 
troop and district committees on eith- 
er side and next to them local and 
national councils. The bridge was 
lighted by the various Girl Scout laws. 

Emma Croasdale, of Cynwyd, a 
Golden Eaglet and lieutenant of Cyn- 
wyd Troop, No. 04, designed the post- 
er, which shows clearly the various 
parts of the Girl Scout organization 
in their proper relationships. 

The subject of Mrs. Philips' lec- 
ture this Tuesday was local manage- 
ment. She explained fully the duties 
of a local council, district commit- 
tees and field captains. Local coun- 
cils, she said, are responsible for the 
interpreation of Girl Scouting, as 
originally intended and planned by 
national councils.

Members of the James C. Simpson 
Men's Association of the Narberth 
Baptist Church and their guests were 
given a rare treat on Tuesday eve- 
ning when Dr. Edgar T. Wherry, 
Professor of Ecology at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, talked on his 
work with plants and showed over 
fifty slides on the screen. 

Once again we are impressed with 
the fact that the native flora of Penn- 
sylvania and her neighboring states 
is as beautiful and interesting as that 
of foreign lands. Abroad our native 
plants are widely grown and •appre- 
ciated for their real worth. Perhaps 
it is true that "a prophet is not with- 
out honor — save in his own country 
and among his own kin," which might 
account for the fact that plant hunt- 
ers have, for several hundred years, 
come from Europe to find the beauty 
in our own land. 

Likewise our own plant hunters 
have journeyed to foreign lands to 
search for plants, while acres of dia- 
monds were under their feet. Dr. 
Wherry, for many years, has studied 
our plants as a scientist, not only as 
a botanist, but his research has in- 
vestigated the conditions under which 
plants grow so that they may be 
transplanted from the wild and en- 
joyed in our gardens. 

As Professor of Ecology at the 
University he is carrying on the work 
that he started when employed by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. The relationship of plants 
to each other, their relationship with 
their soil and environment and ldn-

Washington as an advocate of 
peace was the subject of a talk Tues- 
day by W. Russell Green, before the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. 
Mr. Green, an attorney, was born on 
February 22 and is a descendant of 
one of the three men who guided the 
Father of His Country on the famous 
Delaware crossing trip. 

"Washington, who was one of the 
ablest generals in history, was also 
one of the most earnest advocates of 
peace," said Mr. Green. "His views 
on the subject appear often in his 
speeches and writings. When he be- 
came president, he devoted much of 
his time to efforts for peace, follow- 
ing out the scriptural pleas for the 
abolition of war." 

Mr. Green reviewed the difficulties 
under which Washington carried on 
his campaign for the freedom of the 
colonies. He showed the effect of 
jealousies and lack of funds, and 
pointed out that the "army" of Wash- 
ington was but a collection of un- 
trained men from diverse parts of the 
colonies. 

"Washington, handicapped as he 
was, made himself the master of or- 
derly retreat. Baron von Steuben, 
who aided him in training the troops, 
and Frederick the Great, both laud- 
ed his ability as a general. Von Steu- 
ben once remarked that Washington 
was leading an army which no Euro- 
pean general could hold together for 
a week." 



New Narberth Scout Troop

A meeting of unusual interest, at- 
tended by 258, was held in the Nar- 
berth Presbyterian Church last Sun- 
day evening under the auspices of the 
new Boy Scout Troop recently organ- 
ized in the Church. 

The feature of the evening was the 
presentation of the American flag to 
the new Troop by J. H. McClay, rep- 
resenting the Men's Bible Class, and 
the Troop colors by Mrs. Frank J. 
Wheeler, representing the Women's 
Bible Class and the Westminster Cir- 
cle of the Church. A happy response 
was made by John B. Wilson, the 
Troop's Scoutmaster. 

The following troops were present:

In reply to the restraining injunc- 
tion move of Dr. William D. Gordon, 
State Secretary of Banking, the Main 
Line Depositors' Committee filed an- 
swer in the Montgomery County 
Court at Norristown yesterday that 
there was no warrant in law to en- 
join them from making information 
available to all depositors of the clos- 
ed Merion Title and Trust Csompany. 
They asked that Judge Harold C. 
Knight, who granted a temporary in- 
junction February 17, restraining the 
committee from making public their 
report, dissolve the injunction, leav- 
ing the defendants free to pursue .and 
enjoy their constitutional rights of 
free speech. 

A public hearing will be held in 
Norristown this Friday, at which de- 
fendant members of the Depositors' 
Committee will be represented by 
James Herbert Egan, Bryn Mawr at- 
torney. •* 

Providing Dr. Gordon's case is 
thrown out by the Court, defend- 
ants have asked that the State Sec- 
retary of Banking should be ordered 
to pay costs of the proceedings. 

Four reasons are advanced by the 
Main Line Depositors' Committee in 
substantiation of their request that 
the injunction be dissolved. 

L That the constitutional rights 
of the defendants to speak and pub- 
lish their non-seditious opinions on 
all matters of government policy be 
recognized. 

2. That there is absence in the 
statutory law in the State of Penn- 
sylvania of any restriction of the 
above constitutional rights applicable 
to the defendants as citizens. 

8. That there is absence in tho 
Bill of irreparable damage or viola- 
tion of property rights in the plain- 
till' in his official capacity. • 

•1. That there is absence of any 
averments showing malicious, sedi- 
tious, or injurious matters in the de- 
fendants' proposed publication. 

Defendants state in their argu- 
ments that Dr. Gordon's Bill of Com- 
plaint, quoting from Section 12 of the 
State Banking Act, is a "false and 
misleading statement of the provisions 
of the said Act." They quote the 
Bill of Complaint filed by the plain- 
tiff in which Section 12 is interpreted 
as though it was meant to apply to 
the disclosure of banking information 
by "any" person. Members of the 
Main Line Depositors' Committe hold 
that this section of the Banking Act 
applies only to employes of the State 
Banking Department. 

In reply to Dr. Gordon's statement 
that publication of the Depositors' 
Committee report would be inimical 
and prejudicial to the best interests 
of the creditors and depositors of the 
Merion Title, the defendants answer: 
"Nowhere in plaintiff's Bill is there 
any averment of fact specifically 
pleaded showing on what said quoted 
conclusion is based." 

The Depositors' Committee also 
state that nowhere in plaintiff's Bill 
is there an averment of irreparable 
damage to the plaintiff in his official 
capacity or any averment that the 
report the defendants desire to pub- 
lish contains scandalous, libelous, se- 
ditious, malicious or injurious mat- 
ter. 

Members of the Main Line Deposi- 
tors' Committee, who are named as 
defendants in the injunction case, are 
Walter R. Faries, chairman; George 
L. Hall, Yern Jorgenson, Franklin P. 
Kromer, Benjamin H. Ludlow and 
David G. Wilson. Aaron S. Swartz, 
Jr., is representing Dr. Gordon and 
the State Banking Department.

Noblesse Oblige 
Loitering about great railway sta- 
tions with no definite journey or ob- 
jective in mind, as is The Vagrant's 
wont — aimless fellow that he is — he 
often sees bits of humor and touches 
of pathos and always thinks that 
hurrying and preoccupied people are 
interesting.

A Question of Sincerity 

"Old Fogey," writing in a style 
quite different from that which has 
in the past been associated with that 
name in these columns, stated for all 
the world to see the political dilemma 
which the purported dry candidacy of 
Mr. Stites presents to himself. Ho 
thinks that the situation could be 
comfortably relieved if Mr. Stites 
would run as a wet, and thereby 
seems to imply a certain degree of 
insincerity or of political expediency 
in Mr. Stites' dry advocacy. Doubt- 
less the man who used Old Fogey's 
nom de plume last week is better 
acquainted with the inner workings 
of the Stites mind and conscience 
than The Vagrant; but, solely as an 
exterior observer of the ex-Senator, 
it seems to The Vagrant that it is 
not necessary to assume thai li<" hi 
not sincere in his dry beliefs. Mr. 
Stites has run for various political 
offices at divers times, and it is true 
that those who run for office are often 
actuated by the most hollow insin- 
cerity in the statements which make 
up their platforms. As an office- 
seeker Mr. Stites can be suspected as 
Old Fogey implies, but actually there 
is nothing in Mr. Stites' personal 
career to lead one to believe that he 
has hung out the dry flag solely to 
get votes. He must know as well as 
anyone else that the dry label will 
be likely to handicap him.

How Dry is "Dry"? 

But how dry is Mr. Stites? Does 
"dry" mean with him complete arid- 
ity, a trace of moisture or even a 
high humidity? There are plenty 
of people here whom the crusading, 
the evangelical drys would call wet, 
but who are not wringing wet, not 
even dewy-morning-moisture wet, but 
only sort of high-humidity wet. Pos- 
sibly those high-humidity wets would 
not find it incompatible with their 
beliefs to vote for Mr. Stites as a 
high-humidity dry. The Vagrant is 
a high-humidity wet himself and rec- 
ognizes it to be a difficult position to 
hold. He hopes that Mr. Stiles is a 
bone-dry, for he wishes to see the 
issue clearly drawn, and with as good 
a man as Mr. Stites on the bone-dry 
side it will be necessary for the 
wringing wets to bring out the ablest 
man they can find in order to defeat 
him — wet or dry. Prohibition is a 
paramount issue and should be kept 
to the forefront of active politics 
until it is more definitely settled than 
at present, but it is not the only 
thing that the Montgomery county 
Congressman will have to consider 
during his first term of office, and 
there are many high-humidity voters 
who would rather vote for an able 
dry, even though he misrepresented 
them on prohibition, than for some 
incompetent wet like "Puddlcr Jim" 
Davis, who has just turned from dry 
to wet at the alleged behest of Vare. 
"Puddlcr Jims" in office can do the 
country more harm than the Eight- 
eenth amendment, and that is said 
in full recognition of the evils which 
have come from that unenforceable 
appendage to our Federal Constitu- 
tion.

The County Organization 

The Vagrant agrees with Old Fogey 
in assuming that, regardless of his 
platform, Mr. Stites will run in op.

have provided for a refund of this 
deposit as soon as a tenant's credit 
is established. 

"The greatest saving under the new 
rates will be to the townships, but 
individuals will benefit both directly 
and as a result of the lesser expense 
to the local governing bodies. Any 
comparison between the rates here 
and in other localities is difficult, be- 
cause of different systems used." 

In Lower Merion Township there 
were 378 fire plugs at $50, and 11 at 
$60, besides private plugs; in Radnor 
Township there were GO plugs at $50 
and 32 at $60; in Haverl'ord Town- 
ship there were 174 plugs at $50 and 
30 at $60, and in Narberth there were 
45 plugs at $60.

have provided for a refund of this 
deposit as soon as a tenant's credit 
is established. 

"The greatest saving under the new 
rates will be to the townships, but 
individuals will benefit both directly 
and as a result of the lesser expense 
to the local governing bodies.

The Library has received recently 
the first volume of Braille to be add- 
ed to its collection. This series of dots 
and dashes, with no illustrations and 
no variations in its type, is intended 
as most people now know for those 
finger-reading people whose eyesight 
has failed them, the Blind. When 
history records the mental as well as 
the physical suffering of those talent- 
ed individuals of the past whose ca- 
reers have been tragically ended by 
incurable afflictions of the eyes, one 
is led to rejoice that at last an appre- 
ciable effort is being made to over- 
come this handicap. There are here 
in Narberth, in the Women's Clubs, 
both Senior and Junior, and in other 
groups, interested persons who them- 
selves have learned the Braille sys- 
tem that they might teach others. 

And now, through the generosity 
of the Junior Community Club, its 
president, Mrs. Ellsworth Clark, has 
presented to the Library one volume 
of a Braille edition of a book known 
aB "The Outlook For the Blind." This 
is a series of articles especially inter- 
esting to the blind, for it discusses
